ROUTED THE REBELS. 


—_— 


A Serious Engagement Between Gen. 
Middleton and the Half-Breeds, 
——— 

The Fight Near McIntosh in the 
Northwest Territory—Dumont's In- 
dians and Half Breeds Driven From 
Point to Point—The Carnage in the 
Ravine, 


—_— 


CLaRK's Crossine, N. W. T., April 25.—Gen, Mid- 
dieton, with his staff, was riding well to the front 
with Boulton’s horse who were acting as scouts, 
Yesterday when about five miles from McIntosh, 
where they had camped the night before, and on 
approaching two small bluffs covered With timber. 
about twenty or thirty of the enemy's scouts opened 
fire, killing several of the scouts’ horses and wound- 
ed several of them. Between these bluffs, which 
were about 50%yards apart,is a piece of level 
and open prairie that stretches about 1,000 yards, 
across which runs a deep ravine, with timber in the 
bottom running back in places apparently for a 
mile. On the west side, about the center, stand 
two log houses and straw stacks. After firing a 
volley from the bluffs the scouts got under cover, 
when the General ordered up the advance guard of 
the Ninetieth, under Capt. Clarke. Two guns of 
“A’ Batterry then came up at a_ gal- 
lop, under command of Capt. Peters, the 
guns being supported by a garrison division under 
Captain Peter, and Lieutenant Rivers. After 
firing a couple of shrapnels at the half-breeds, the 
latter retired into the ravine. The remainder of the 
Ninetieth were then sent up, Major Buchanan 
Commanding the right battalion and Maj. Boswell 
the left half. C Company of the Infantry School of 
Toronto, being on the extreme right, had two or 
three hot scrimmages for the possession 
of a knoll abovt 6500 yards in front of 
the ravine. Being ordered to retire 
from it, the knoll was taken possession of by the 
rebels, but the infantry drove them out. While 
this was going on at the right, on the left a battery 
of the garrison division, who were supporting 
their guns, and a company of the ninetieth 
under Captain Forest, made a dash 
across the opening and gained the top 
of the ravine. The remaihder of the forces were 
gradually worked up and kept closing on the 
ravine, Meantime theartillery was being moved 
from point to point, 80 as to obtain most advan- 
tageous positions for shelling the rebels in. the 
ravine. They drove the rebels out of a num- 
ber of houses aud sét a strawstack on fire. The 
rebels were seen to leave them, seeking cover in the 
ravine. When No. 2 company of the Tenth Grena- 


over on the right flanks and thrown out in skirm- 
ishing order, so as to enfilade the ravine and reliave 
some of the troops who had been in action all day. 
About sixty rebels were seen to retreat on horse- 
back, the remainder in the ravine being junable to 
do so, owing to their horses being either captured 
or shot. Things remained unchanged to 5 o'clock, 
when there could not have been more than ten men 
in the rifle pits in the ravine, at which time the 
General had the troops drawn up preparatory 
to making a charge and capture the men in the 
pits, which was expected to close the engagement, 
as he had ordered the teams to get ready to move 
about a half mile nearer the river, in open order, 
to camp for the night. During 
the course of the afternoon, the remain. 
der of the Tenth crossed over and also 
one gun of the Winnipeg Battery, It is expected 
that the remainder of the troops will ¢ross to the 
east side to-morrow, when the General will press oa 
to Batviches. The killed, in addition to those given 
before, were:

Private Wheeler, No. 2 Company, Ninetieth. 
Captain Clarke ahd Lieutenant swenford 
of the Ninetieth, will die of their 
wounds. As far as could be seen the enemy left no 
dead on the field, though twenty-five of them were 
shot and about a dogen captured. The rebels seem 
to be composed of about an equal number of half. 
breeds and Indians. In all, not more than 200 are 
supposed to be under the command of Gabriel Du- 
mont.

A MASS-MEETING. 
On account of the rain they adjourned and are try- 
ing to get a hall in town to hold 
their meetingin. So far they are very gentie- 
manly and quiet, and show no disposition 
to interrupt any one, but want the miners to keep 
on top. It is understood the object, of the meeting 
is to compel coal operafors to increase their wages. 
The menfrom this district who have manifested 
no desire to take part with the _ strikers, how- 
ever, were notified that if any of 
them were found with their pit clothes on, they 
would be forced to attend the mass meeting, after 
which they would be compelled to march to Belle- 
ville, at which place, it is understood, they intend, 
to visit, after stopping all the work on this road. 
At 11:30 a meeting was called. Mr. O'Leary, 
chairman. The meeting then adjourned until 4 
o'clock p. m.

THE following communication, evidently 
from some steckholder of the St. Louis Gas 
Company, merits a few words of comment: 

Sr. Louis, April 94, 1885, 


To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch. 

We had hoped after the election was over 
and you had served your purpose with the gas 
question, you woyld let up for 4 while and give us a 
taste of something elae. It is getting to be very 
nauseating to have the same dose offered us every 
afternoon, especially in such allopathic quantities. 
You are becoming very well known as “Old Gas- 
bag,” and you are certainly doing your best to de- 
serve the pame. The gas question is now well un- 
derstood, and if you would only lay aside your sen- 
timentality and treat it as any other business mat- 
ter should be treated, you might have some influ- 
ence, Your whole argument has been, and is, that 
the gas companies are making too much money, 
and therefore ought to reduce the price. Now, 
where is the business sense in that? The companies 
admit they could sell for a good deal less at a profit, 
but at the same time have the right to charge 4 
good deal more. Why, then, should they reduce 
the price except for a consideration? What exouse 
would the directors have for such an unusual pro- 
ceeding? Would you think of reducing the price of 
your paper simply upon the admitted fact that you 
are making an enormous profit and could af- 
ford to sell at a greatly reduced price? 
Of course no one would suspect you of any such folly. 
Why, then, should the gas companies be abused for 
doing just what you or any ether good business 
man would do under similar circumatances? The 
directorscan very properly say we are simply do- 
ing what our contract gives us the right to do—if 
we do anything less without a eonsidgration, yps” 
excuse can we give our stockholders fer “hrowine 
away money they are legally entitlegto? The stu- 
pidity of the city officials and tptir failure to treat 
this matter as they would any “other business trans- 
action has already cost the city at least $1,500,000 
and is ligely to be a loae’to the citizens of as much 
more within the méxt five years, unless different 
and better adyice than you are giving is followed.

Possibly, however, your obligation to the 
Water Gas Company may require a constant fire on

We print the above letter as we have received 
it, as a sample of the logic, good taste and 
decency of those who attempt to defend the gas 
swindle. 

No one but an ass would attempt to compare 
the circumstances under which the proprietor 
of a newspaper fixes the rates for his paper and 
the circumstances under which the swindling 
gas monopoly fastens its extortions on the 
he] pless consumers. 

We would not object to seeing a small clique 
of rich men enriched by annual dividends of 
80 per cent, if their profits were earned in open 
and honest business, and as the reward of their 
honest work. But the profits of the St, Louis 
Gas Company are derived from a series 
of corrupt bargains in which it induced, bribed 
and tricked the trustees of the people of Bt, 
Louis to abuse their trust and surrender the 
public rights to a private corporate monopoly, 
The first swindle which was perpetrated on 
the city by the St. Louis Gas Company was 
when the capital stock of the company was in- 
creased from $50,000 to $600,000. Before _ the 
increase the city owned one-fifth of the gas 
company. After the increase the city owned 
one-sixtieth. This has never been explained. 

The next swindle was in 1865, when the city 
availed itself of its option to buy the gas works. 
The circumstances under which the city was 
juggled out of its rights clearly indicate bribery 
and corruption of the most odious kind. 

The third swindle was perpetrated in 1873, 
when the city became a party to the infamous 
tripartite agreement whereby the city gave up 
all that was asked and got nothing in re- 
turn. 


The fourth swindle was perpetrated last 
month, when the investigation into the bribery 
and corruption of the water gas people was 
summarily suppressed as soon as it threatened 
to uncover the corrupt connection of the St. 
Louis Gas Company with municipal legislation. 

Such is the past record of this corporation, 
whose directors are supposed tobe under a 
moral obligation to squeeze out eighty per cent 
dividends for their stockholders, What is the 
present situation? 


Exorbitant prices are charged for inferior gas 
under dishonest measurement by lying meters, 
simply because this notorious corporation con- 
trols municipal legislation and keeps its hire- 
lings and its henchmen in the City Hall, and at 
the primaries, and on the Post Office corners, to 
thwart honest -legislation in the interests of the 


ate monopoly and extortion. 

When we are dealing with a corporation of 
this kind we propose to handle it without gloves. 
Wedo not propose to “let up” nor to “switch 
off” at the request of those who do not like the 
light in which their actions place them before 
the community, and the squealing of such mo- 
nopolists as the writer of the above communi- 
cation are merely evidences that our efforts are

THE MERCANTILE LIBRARY, 

The Mercantile Library now contains some 
63,000 volumes, with an average annual increase 
of about 2,000, In addition there is a large 
and valuable collection of paintings. statuary, 
engravings, manuscripts, autographs, histori- 
cal and literary relics of various kinds, All 
these are lodged in a building which, however 
suitable for the purpose when erected, is now 
altogether unfit as well as outgrown. The 
space devoted to the library is far too small, 
badly arranged, badly lighted, and with very 
few of those conveniences which the reading 
public now requires. Worst of all, the build- 
ing is not fire-proof, and, consqeuently, lia- 
ble at any moment to vanish in flame 
and smoke—involving a loés which would 
be simply irreparable It bas had two or 
three very narrow escapes already, and with 
the utmost care and watchfulness protection 
against this constant peril cannot be guaran- 
teed. It is scarcely necessary to say—though 
a majority of persons seem to forget or ignore 
the fact--that no insurance, however ample, 
could compensate for such destruction as this 
would-be. Money can restore, perhaps better 
than before, blocks of houses, stocks of goods, 
and movable property of almost every sort; 
but a library like this is incapable of complete 
restoration. To say nothing of the works of art, 
relics, etc., many of which could not be dupli- 
cated at any price, there are books worth more 
than their weight in gold, for gold 
could not reproduce them--old books, long 
since out of print; rare editions, long since out 
of the market; unique copies, dear to every 
bibliophile. : 

That these treasures should have a place 
worthy of them; a place where they will not 
only*be as safe as human ingenuity, can make 
them, but where they can be properly utilized 
and enjoyed, requires no argument. For sev- 
eral years past, the management of the Library 
Association have had the matter under consid- 
eration, but various ¢ircumstances have hin- 
dered the prompt success so well deserved, and 
so imperatively demanded. The committee 
assigned to that business/had secured two sub- 
scriptions of $10,000 , and several of 65,000, 
when the panic of, Yast April prevented further 
progress. Ata/special meeting of the board, 
March 18, 1854, the following resolution—intro- 
duced by Air, James E, YeaTMan—was unani- 
mously “dopted: 

Resived, That the board of direction submit to 
thé association, at its next annual meeting, an 
&Smendment to thf constitution, creating an “Im- 
provement Membership,” the price of which shal 
be $100, negotiable and transferable to such party 
as may have been approved by the board of direc- 
tion, which membership shall perpetually entitie the 
owner to ali the privileges of regular or beneficiary 
membership, as regulated by articles 3 and 5 of the 
constitution of the St. Louis Mercantile Library 
Association. 

Certainly the ‘‘Improvement Certificates of 
Membership,” conveying privileges ridiculously 
cheap at $100, ought to havea ready sale ina 
community like ours; and there should be no 
difficulty in obtaining, from the proceeds of 
this gale and from private subscriptions, the 
sum needed for the new building—estimated at 
$250,000, The Mercantile Library has now had 
a corporate existence of nearly forty years. It 
has, from the beginning, been a credit to the 
city, and the source of incalculable benefit. 
From the very nature of the case the eredit 
and the benefit are constantly enlarging and 
increasing asthe Library grows in size and 
extends its sphere of usefulness through the 
steady advance of population. St. Louis can- 
not afford to allowthis noble institution— 
which has done so much in the past and prom- 
ises so much morein the future—to suffer for 
lack of proper accommodation. We want, we 
must have—and at the earliest practi- 
cable moment—a Library building thor- 
oughly fit for the purpose; not only 
adequate for present wants, but for the wants 
which must inevitably come hereafter. There 
is no conceivable investment which will pay 
better returns; no way in which a man of 
limited means can buy as much for $100; no 
way in which a rich man, for $10,000, $5,000 
or $1,000 can gain for himself amore generous 
and graceful remembrance.

Or course every one went to the circus who could 
beg, borrow or buy @ ticket.

What do the terms exolusive right "ee 
simply mean that the defendant had the right to 
exciude any other pereen or corporation from pur- 
suing the same business, or, in other wo 

right to exclude competition. This right to exclude 
com petition was not a right vested in the company 
for the benefit of the public, because in its very na- 
ture it was injurious to the pubiic; but it wasa right 
vested in the company for its own benefit,”’ etc., ete. 

It is clear tbat tue opinion of Judge Lewis is in 
conflict with the decision of the Supreme Court, and 
as the latter isthe superior tripunal the former 
must give way.

Bond Filed and the Case Appealed to the 
Supreme Court—The Grund Committee

Judge Thayer this morning made the alternative 
writ of mandamus heretofore issued on Recorder of 
Voters Hoblitzelle, peremptory, and ordered him to 
allow Mr. Emil Thomas to inspect the poilbooks of 
the last election. In passing upon the matter the 
Court said that it must decline to determine the 
question raised by respondents’ counsel whether 
the relator has the right to 
avail himself. of the statutory remedy 


applicable to municipal elections, as it has no bear- 
ing on the present application. The simple ques 
tion before the court is whether the relator has 
lbooks in 
emauding 
— the 
officer in charge of them in granting such a request. 
The relator states pt nag that he was a can- 
at the recent election, and 
that he truly believes he was elected to 
the office. The registration lists and polibooks are 
the official records of the result of the election, and, 
as it appears the relator is not af intermeddier, but 
seeks an inspection of these books for’ legitimate 
purpose, he makes a sufficient showing of 
ndividual interest in the matter to 
entitie him to the rivilege demanded. 
Even if the relator had simply averred that he de- 
sired to verify the accuracy of the count there is no 
reason, considering the public nature of the records 
in queation, why the privilege of inspection should 
be denied.’ The argument to the effect that 
the rejator could mot usethe information ob- 
tained by him from an iuspection of the booxws in a 
“statutory contest" shifts the controversy from the 
true grounds on which it is é 

The question is not whether the statutory rem- 
edy under Section or any other 
remedy is, in point of fact, open to the relator, but 
whether the application is made in good faith by 
an interes ed party, for the establishment of his in- 
dividuai right andin pursuitof a remedy recox- 
nized by law, to which the relator supposes himseif 
to be entitled. If the application to insp. ct the poll- 
books is madeand based ousuch grounds, and 
there seems to be no reason to doubt that it 6 so 
made, the application should be granted. The return 
raises no triable issue of fact, or at least 
no issue that is not sufficiently established for the 
purpose of this proceeding by the oath of the relator 
appended to the information. The only other issue 
of iaw raised in the case is One not properly deter- 
minable in this proceeding. The Court, therefore, 
orders a peremptory writ to issue commanding the 
Recorder of Voters to allow the relator and two 
other persons, if he so desire it, to inspect the poll- 
boo«s ip the presence of the kKecorder or in 
the presence of a deputy to be designated by 
the Recorder; and at sucn inspection the alleged 
contestee, Martin Neiser, with an equal number of 
advisers a8 herein allowed the relator, will be priv- 
ileged to be present if they so elect. Thé inspection 
is to take place during the ordinary business hours 
of the Recorder's office. 

APPEAL TO THE SUPREME COURT. 

As soon as Judge Thayer had finished reading 
this order, Mr. Beil moved to have it set aside.

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Henry Ward Beecher's house fs far up on the hills 
back of Peekskill. Hereit isthat he displays bis 
hobbies, carries out his notions of what a house 
ought to be, and ey pes rein to all his idio- 
syncrasies. In Brooklyn is content to finda 
shelter in the residence of his son, Henry B. Beech- 
er, at the cornerof Hicks and Pineapple streets. 
Thisis the residence shown in the cut. *Itis a 
brown-stone house, very sedate, large enough to 
Kterally accommodate the 
its several generations, and withal a goodly 
but not at @ noteworthy house ex- 
cept on behalf of its distinguished tenant. 
Within, Mr. Beecher lives ia true patriarchal styie. 
He has about him his children and his grand- 
children, and is perfectly happy with the liberty- 
hall system of non-restraint which prevails. He 
has a study, so-called, but itis really the business 
room inthe house, for here everybody gathers 
when a good time is anticipated or desired. Here 
and there through the house may be seen man 
reminders of the life of wonderful activity whic 
Mr. Beecher has led and which he still leads. There 
is no household in the great city of Brooklyn where 
there is so little of formality as in this stopping

FRUITS OF VIVISECTION. 


Modern Improvements in Abdominal 
Surgery. 
Dr. W. W. Keen in Popular Science Monthly. 

Wounds of the abdomen, especially gunshot 
wounds, are among the most fatal injuries 
known to surgery. A small, innocent-lookin 
external pistol wound may cover multiple oat 
almost inevitably fatal perforations of the ab- 
dominal contents. The recoveries from 3,717 
such wounds during the late civil war only 
numbered 444, and of those with escape of the 
intestinal contents the recoveries, says Otis, 
may be counted on 6ne’s fingers. The prevail- 
ing treatment, as laid down in our text-books, 
has been purely conservative, treating symp- 
toms as they arise. The brilliant results 
achieved in other abdominal operations have 
led a few bold spirits, such as our own Sims, 
Gross, Otis, McGuire and others, to advocate 
the opening of the abdomen and the repair of 
the injuries found. 

In May of -last year Parkes of Chicago re- 
ported to the American Medica! Association a 
series of systematic experiments on thirty- 
seven dogs that were etherized, then shot, the 
abdomen opened and the wounds of the in- 
testines, arteries, mesentery, etc., treated by 
appropriate surgical methods, The results 
confirmed the belief awakened by earlier ex- 
periments and observations that surgery could 
grapple successfully with multiple and formid- 
able wounds by sewing them -up in various 
ways, or even by removing a piece of the 
bowel and uniting the cut ends. Hard upon 
the heels of this important paper, and largely 
asits result, comes a striking improvement in 
practice. And remember that this is only the 
first fruit of a rich harvest for future time in 
all countries, in peace and in war. 

November 2, of last year, a man was brought 
to the Chambers Street Hospital, in New York, 
with a pistol-shot wound in the abdemen, Un- 
der eareful antiseptic precautions, and follow- 
ing the Mdications of Parkes, the abdomen was 
opened by Dr. Bull, coil after coil of the in- 
testines was drawn out, the bullet was found. 
and removed, and seven wounds of the in- 
testines were successively discovered and prop- 
erly treated, and the patient made an uninter- 
rupted recovery. A recovery after so many 
wounds, any one of which would necessarily 
have been fatal under the old methods of treat- 
ment, shows that we have now entered upon a 
proper and successful method of treatment for 
such frightful accidents.

But in addition to this, ordinances have 
been passed for paving with asphalt the following 
streets, between Chestnut and Locust: Jefferson 
avenue, Beaumont street, Ewing avenue, Garrison 
avenue, Cardinal avenue, Ware avenue, Channing 
avenue, Theresa avenue, This will constitute the 
district between Jefferson and Grand avenues, an! 
Washington fand Laclede avenues, the best 
improved section in the city, as it 
is already the best section in the number of its fine 
residences. Olive s'reet passes

and is the most direct route to Forest Park; and 
this is why the Improvement Association believes 
that it is bound 40 ve the first street in the city for 
fine retiil trade. The street is swept twice each 
each week under contract, is traversed by the finest 
car line iu the city, and will soon, if the Associa‘ion 
is successful, have a strong electric ‘ight system 
extending from Broadway tv Grand avenue, which 
will constitute it the great street ior evening prolm- 
enading. ate?

While not composed of prohibitionists or extrem- 
ists of any kind, the association seeks to restrict 
the number of saloons on the street, because ladies 
object to shopping or promenading or driving 
wuere they must pass by the doors of saloons.

already been signed by 200 or 300 of the property 
owners, and wil: soon be presented tothe Assembly. 
Very considerabie progress tas already been 
made in the matier of widening the sidewalks. 
Several instances have aiready been mentioned, but 
in addition to these the owners of property on the 
north side, between Nineteeth and ‘i wentieth streets, 
have agreed to make the sidewal« fifteen feet 
wide,while the owners on both sides between Cardi- 
nal and Compton aveaues have already set back the 
building lines so as to jeave a sidewalk over eighteen 
feet wide, and have contracted that it shal be of 
the best stone flagging. Tue street already has sev- 
enteen of the leading drug stores of the city, and 
ten of the best known florists have located upon it.

The Fight for the Estates of the 
| Earl of Newburgh. 


Mr. Gladwyn Cloves Cave, who Claims to 
be the Rightful Heir, Now in America 
Searching for Evidence—The Story of a 
Forged Codicil—Romantic Phases of the 
Case. . .

New Yorks, April 25.—A young Englishman, at- 
tired in a suit of dark tweed and a piccadily top- 
per, who carriéd a valise of papers and wore 
an abstracted air, was among the passengers 
who arrived in New York by the .stean- 
er Assyrian Monarch on Thursday morning. 
He ordered apart of his baggage sent to Green- 
wich, Conn., and the rest to Ottawa, Canada, and 
then disappeared in a cab without attracting any 
attention, The unostentatious stranger was Mr. 
Gladwyn Cloves Cave, of No. 8 Old Jewry, London, 
and of Rossbrin Manor, County of Cork, Ireland, 
who comes here on a flying visit in search 
of what he hopes will prove the 
missing link in a chain of 


evidence that will entitle himto property in En- 
gland than means—in the language of Dr. Johnson— 
“Wealth beyond the dreams of avarice.’’ Mr. Cave 
isthe claimant of the estates of the late Earl of 
Newburgh, which includes property in Derbyshire, 
Sussex, Gloucester and Northumberland, producing 
an income of $50,000, and the suit about to come up 
in the English Court of Chancery prcmises to be as 
sensational as the famous Ticlivorne case. The @s- 
tates which Mr. Cave claims, consist of 
the Hassop estates in Derbyshire, 
Hassop Hall, and the farms, quarries and mines in 
the Peak property in Ilindon, near Arundel, in Sus- 
sex, upon which is situated the old palace formerly 
occupied by the archbishops of Canterbury, and 
mines and farms in Gloucester and Nortnumber- 
land. Mr. Cave’s claims are based upon settlements 
made by the last two Earlsof Newburgh, Lord Thom 
as and Lord Francis Eyre, in favor of their mother’s 
family, the Dowager Countess, Dolly Eyre, who died 
in 18 Lady Dolly had eight iidren, two 
sons and six daughters,

Countess was the youngest of foyr daughters of 
John Gladwyn of Mansfield, atto and steward 
for the Duke of Portland, and the claimant of* the 
estates is the great grandson of the eldest sister, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Cloves.

MAXWELL’S KNOWLEDGE. 


How Prelier’s Murderer Prepared Himself 
by Studying Up Chloroform, 

In running through Maxwell's effects at the Four 
Courts, Mr. Orrick Bishop discovered the following 
evidence which goes to show that the murderer 
had carefully prepared to kill his victim by chloro- 


form: 

Hooper's**Physician’s Vade Mecuum,” found in one 
of the trunks at page 477, under the head of Admin- 
istration of Chioroform, is a marked n 
Maxwell's handwriting with interlineations. It 
reads as follows: 8. “The receptacle containing the 


patient’s mouth, aud carefully preserved in the per- 
pendicular direction, otherwise the unmixed vapor 
of chloroform, which is four times heavier than air, 
will flow undiluted into the lungs of the patient.’ 
Upon the margin of the pageis written with a pen 
in the now eollanowa handwriting of Maxwell tiie 
following: “The best and simplest method is to 
pour about one ounce ona napkin and hold this 
above the patient's mouth some four inches. W. H. 
M.” Foilowing this the book reads: 
“The state of insensibility which it 
is desired to induce is marked by the fol- 
lowing symptoms: Pulse and breathing naturally, 
tranquil; the expression of the countenance that of 
ordinary sleep. If there has n muc' noisy 
struggling in the first stage, if may appear a little 
congested. The eyelids closed and insensibie, the 
eyeball fixed, and the pupil contracted. but re- 
spondent to the stimulus of light. The skin insen- 
sible and the limbs flaccid. Chloroform Gills by 
paralyzing the heart and death usuaily takes place 
with great rapidity, the breathing and pulse rapid- 
ly becoming slower and in a few seconds imper- 
ceptible, the pupils dilated and insensible to light, 
the face pale and sometintes livid. Tbe post mortem 
appearances due tothe effect of chloroform are 
congestion of the lungs and anempty and flaccid 
condition of the beart; the blood is fluid.” 
FURTHER PROOF. 

In a second volume entitled “Science and Art of 

Surgery’ was found the following marked pas-

On a piece of folded lint about two inches square 
and consisting of three doubles, about a drgcnm of 
chloroform is poured, and the hint is then held at 
about the distance of three inches from the nose of 
the patient, so as to permit a free admixture of air 
with the first inhalations. After the iapse of about 
a half a minute the lint is brought nearer’to the pa- 
tient’s nose to within the distance of perhaps an 
inch, but being never allowed to touch; at the same 
time @ porous towel is doubledeand jaid over the 
patient's face and the hand of the operator so as to 
prevent the escape of the chloroform vapor, but 
not to interfere with the admission of air. During 
the whole time it is the duty of the administrator to 
keep the hand on the pulse, to watch the breath- 
ing and occasionally to examine the pupils of the 
patient seyes. The method just described, giving 
ch.oroform on lint, the patient's ad y wot 
covered with a towel, answers weil enough in most 
cases, but it affords no means of asceriainiug the 
proportion of chioroform that is being inhaled by 
tbe patient, The administrator can judge only by the 
elfects produced. There isa danger of the patient's 
lungs being fliled with a very strong nurture when 
the signs of an overddse are first perceived, In the 
most favorabie circumstances it requires several 
respirations to replace the strong dose by fresh air, 
but if the patient happens to be in a rigid state or 
his glottis be closed sby a spasm, considerable de- 
jay willoccur, during which time if the dose has 
not been strong enough to arrest the action of the 
heart, the blood in passing through the lungs be- 
comes further charged with chloroform." 

“Death from chioroform may occur in three dif- 
ferent ways, through the brain, the heart and the 
jungs, When deatn occurs through the brain the 
patient is heard to breathe sie:torously, he be- 
comes livid in the face and is convulsed, the heart 
continues to beat until the last moment of life, and 
death seems to result primarily from the circula- 
tion of dark blood through the nerve centers. When 
the death occurs by asphyxia, it is the fault of the 
admunistrator, s let air not being admixed with 
the chicroform vapors to maintaim the respiratory 
functions. The symptoms are those of ordi- 
nar asph consisting of lividity 
of the surface, distension of the Jugulargetrugagling 
for breath, and speedy cessation of the heart's ac- 
tion. In some cases death is not immediate, and a 
low form of congestive pneumonia sets ia, the 
blood never becomes properiy aerated, and death 
ensues in a few days, tue direct effects of the chio- 
roftorm having gone completely off. ES death 
through the heart, the patient, after a few inspira- 
tions, suddeniy becomes pale and faint, the puise 
beats in a flickering manner a few times and then 
ceases, though respiration may continue, The fatal 
event is due to paralysis of the ”

A 
committee was appointed. consisting of myself, who 
became chairman, .and Messrs O'Connell, Bodeman, 
Taylorand Methudy. The committee met and re- 
ported to the Board that the tax could be collected, 
and were tuereupon authorized to take such steps 
as they should deem proper toward its 
collection. The committee determined by 
& unanimous vote that they would collect the tax 
for the future, but that they would make no effort 
to collect the unpail back taxes for the past eight 
years, as they felt it would be a hardsnip on the 
merchants to force them to pay them. That being 
decided upon, there was nothing left.the committee 
todo until the coilection of taxes for the yearl1885 was 
begun. The committee are now about to meet for 
the purpose of determining what steps to take in 
order to make the collection.

His Comfortable Surroundings—The Por- 
traits of Former Incumbents—Commis- 
sioner Sparks’ Rigid Econemy—The Rush 
for Consular Offices. :

Wasurnerton, D. C., April 21.— A number of en- 
thusiastic correspondents have represented great 
changes in the room formerly oceupied by Brewster 
since plain Mr. Garland has taken possession, Mr. 
Brewster changed the business-looking appearance 
of the Attorney-General’s room. to such an extent 
that it resembled, when he had finished with it, a 
lady's parlor. Instead of the large leatHer-covered 
desk he had moved in a rosewood table. Over this 
rosewood table he hung arich cloth of gold Turkish 
spread. In the center of this spread he had a huge 
leather-bound blotter upon which he did his writing. 
Upon his right and his left were two antique brass 
candlesticks with wax candles, to be employed in 
stamping the Brewster coat of arms upon the seals 
of his persona notes. Back of him was a statue of 
young Henry IV. and a bust of Augustus Cwsar. I 
visited the Attorney-General’s room yesterday for 
the purpose of seeing how much was the change 
since Mr. Garlagd has assumed the office. Mr. 
Garland has dently taken very kindly to the 
splendor of the Brewster parlor. He has made no 
changes of any note. He has moved out the stafue 
of Henry IV. and has had the bust of young Au- 
gustus carried away. The two candlesticks are 
taken front the table and are placed upon the man- 
tel in front of him. These are the only changes 
that have been made in the appearance of the room. 
The Democratic Att »rney -Generat writes his decis- 
ions upon the cloth of gold as did __his 


predecessor. His papers upon the desk are a model 
of neatness and careful arrangement. It has been 
said that the new Attorney-General] has been in the 
habit of coming into his office and hanging up his 
cane on the chandelier over his desk while he put 
his feet up on the desk and made notes of his work.

Wagrez’ Picture at the Pettes Exhibition— 
New Work by Howe and Chambers—St. 
Louis Work in St. Ignatius’ Church in 
New York—The Week in the Studios. 


* Invitations have been fSsued by the Board of 
Control of the St. Louis School of Fine Arts toa 
number of ladies and gentlemen to view the valu- 
able collection of arteworks, in metal, wood, ivory 
and glass, which have been added to the permanent 
collection at the museum on Nineteenth street and 
Lucas place. The gathering will occur on Monday 
next, I have already had a good deal to say about 
these collections, but every visit impresses one 
more and more with the fact that it is impossible 
to do justice to the exhibition in the limits of a 
newspaper. Columns might be written about the 
ivories alone, yet the ivories fill but one case of the 
many in the rooms devoted to this display. View- 
ing the show in block it is, perhaps, enough to say 
tbat no one in St. Louis should miss it. It teaches 
lessons which every one who has a home to 
decorate and make beautiful should learn. After

Go to the 
Museum and see what they have done. Examine 
closely the iron cabinets decorated with an art as 
true and honest in its sphere as the art which drew 
the nobie lines of the Madonna of San Sisto, and be 
convinced that beauty is accessible everywhere.

fouradries of St. Louis. There is no reason why 
others should not follow this example. There is no 
reason why the iron product of St. Louis should not 
have some of the beauty which art has given to 
metal in other lands. There is no reason why 
the best china decoration, the best wood- 
work, the best ‘glass-making should not be 
studied for the factories here—and not copied, but 
taken as an,inspiration for other work just as 
worthy.

A new rood screen has been put up in the Church 
of St. Ignatius in West Fortieth street, New York. 
it was designed by Kivas Tully, the St. Louis ar- 
chitect, apd was executed by Mr. Geissler of New 
York. The main beam is seventeen feet from the 
floor, and extends the whole width of the building, 
about forty-six feet. A large open arch spans the 
middie aisie, and on either side of its massive pil- 
lars, seven smalier arches reach to either side of 
the church. The .whole screen is paneled to a 
height of three feet nine inches from the floor, 
Over this siender columns carry the tracery, which 
is directly under the rood beam. This tracery is 
in the purest style of perpendicular work and is 
rich in detail. The beam is 
unbroken except where in its center rises the mas- 
sive rood or cross, from which the screen gets its 
name. This cross is of old English oak. The figure 
of Christ is a fine piece of wood carving done by 
one of Mr. Geissler’s German. carvers. It is life size, 
and the cross on which it hangs is eleven t in 
height. A marble aitar of nobie proportions will be 
erected during the coming summer.

The Insurance Department Notifies the 
“Occidental” That It Will be 
Prosecuted.

Governor B. Gratz Brown Says That’ 
He Knows Nothing About Rouse, 
Blackwell & Co.—Mr. Grover Says 
That They Will Not be Permitted to 
Locate in His Office, and That He 
Only Vouches for the Company's Le- 
gality. 


“What are you going todo in the matter of the 
Occidental Life Association, which was pen-pict- 
ured by the Post-Dispatca Thursday?” asked a re- 
porter yesterday of Mr. Alf. Carr, superintend 
ent of insurance. 

“There's only one thing to be done under the cir- 
cumstances," said Mr. Carr,‘“‘and that is, to proceed 
against them and wind them up. The officers of 
the company were up to see me yesterday after- 
noon, and wanted to know what action I intended 
totake. I tood them that I would proceed against 
them by quo warranto, providing my attorney re- 
ported that they were conducting a business in vio- 
lation of law. They said they did not want to put 
themselves outside of the law, but they bad not is- 
sued any policies to any one in Missouri, and they 
believed they had a right under their charter to con- 
duct business the way they were conducting theirs. 


I told them that the fact that they 
issued policies only to people outside of Missouri 
would constitute no defense, use, if issued at 
all, the policies were issued in Missouri, and it made 
no difference to us whether they were sent to peo- 
ple in the State or outside of it. If their position 
was correct, that they were only acting in accord- 
ance with their charter, they would have no diffi- 
culty proving it in court. While we were talk- 
ing Col. Ellerbe, who is the Department Attorney, 
came inand stated that, from the, evidence, the 
association was proceeding clearly in violation of 
the insurance laws. They wanted to know why we 
didn’t proceed against the Merchants’ Exchange 
insurance society, then. Col. Ellerbe told them 
that although there were good reasons, 
IT WAS NONE OF THEIR AFFAIR, 

and we were not bound to state those reasons. The 
question at present was whether the Occidental 
concern was unlawful or not, and he was certain 
we could show that it was. They 
then asked that we defer instituting any court pro- 
ceedings till Mopday. Asit would require a little 
time to draw the papers, and as tae State's interests 
could not suffer by such a course, I told them that 
we would file the appiication for quo warranto on 
Monday morning. I very much doubt, however, 
that they will be bere to answer tothe proceeding 
when Monday comes.”

esting subject, the reporter called upon ex-Gov. B, 
Gratz Brown, on whose recommendation the char- 
ter was issued. 

“I know nothing whatever about the men who 
obtained that charter,’ said Gov. Brown. “I 
know Messrs. Grover and MacDonald, who are 
mentioned as the company’s references, but that 
had nothing to do with my report.’

J. Grover, attorney of the company, was found. 

“I’m giad you calied,”’ said he, “for I want to be 
set entirely right in this matter. I accepted no 
responsibility whatever for these people, but told 
them that if there was any question as to the 
legality of their charter, or any ‘question as 
to their right todo business under it, they could 
refer to me.” 

‘Then you do not vouch for the character of the 
gentiemen who constitute the organization?” 

“Not at all, except that Il have not known them 
to be anything but honest since I made their 
acquaintance." 

‘And when did you first meet them?" 

“Last fall.”
